SWEPT BY A CYCLONE. 


A Kentucky City Almost Torn Asunder by 
the Wind. 

_Papucan, Ky., May 3.—Between 5 and 6 
o’clock last evening, a hurricane, with heavy 
rain and hail, swept into town from the west. 
A funnel-shaped cloud, characteristic of torna- 
does, was present. In a few minutés the streets 
were rivers of water. The first work of de- 
struction by the tornado was the unroofing of 
the Ney port- News and Mississippi Valley 
railroad depot. After this the tornado cut a 
zig-zag course through the city. | 

The roof of the colored people's schoolhouse 
was torn off, as was that of the freight office 
of the Paducah, Tennessee and Alabama rail- 
road. The Third street Methodist charch was 
picked up and dropped into the middie of the 
street a confused mass of debris. It had just 
been built. Several mille were more or less 
damaged. The steamer Clyde was blown into 
the river with such force against a barge as to 
sink the 11 One hundred buildings were 
either totally wrecked, moved from their 
foundations or unroofed. 

5 Henry Meyers and her three children 
were badly cut by flying glass and debris on 
Third street. esley Ores was buried ander 
an overturned wagon, suffered internal in- 
juries, and his little son was also hurt. Sev- 
eral others are reported injured. The street 
car service was interrupted, and the havoc 
among the telegraph poles and wires was so 
great that no communication could be had 
with the rest of world till 4 o’clock this even- 
ing. The storm lasted till midnight.

The Gallant South American Warriors Are 
Moving. 

CaLLao, May 3.—It is stated thatthe gov- 
ernment forces retiring on Calamara re- 
volted, and that the officers fled towards 
Bolivia. Cable communication with the south 
being interrupted, it is only occasionally news 
can be obtained. The English steamer Puno 
arrived here this morning. When she left 
Valparaiso, March 21st, the rebels occupied 
Antofagasta. The division commanded by 
Orrego had retired on Calamara, afterjdestroy- 
ing the railroad. They carried away every- 
tMing which could be serviceable tothe enemy, 
It is presumed Colonel Calamus, with 
his force, marched towards Arica, 
although another report states he went to 
Antofagasta. Wherever these men may be, 
however, they are in precarious positions, hav- 
ing no means of trans tion, and being 
without water and provisions. The Condell 
and the Lynch were at Val so atthe gov- 
ernment orders, and the Imperial had been 
cleaned in dock. The last named arrived at 
Valparaiso the night the Puno left. Six thou- 
sand men have been reviewed in Valparaiso, 
and this number was subsequently augmented. 
The arrival of the Pinto and the Errazurriz, 
was anxiously awaited.

There was a conflict of 
testimony, and the prosecution failed to prove 
that the woman had accomplices, but it was 
shown, beyond doubt, that she murdered 
Lepine in order to rid herself 
of a creditor. Madame Achet, while 
confessing the killing, said she had 
acted in self-defense, Lepine having attempted 
to assault her. The court imposed a sentence 
of twelve years at hard labor upon the pris- 
oner and ordered her to pay the sum of 2,000 
francs to the relatives of her victim.

The government has no wealth to bestow, and 
when it undertakes to dispense favors, it always 
has favorites and gives to them at the expense of 
those not favored.

We of the po chiefly agricultural, have felt 
this evil with crushing force, for the high protect-

It conterns the prolific and profitable LeCamte 

pear, and anything concerning this fruit is 


Proof Against 


orchard there is one row of trees loaded down 
with young pears. Never was there on alike 
number of trees such a harvest of fruit before, 
but by strange contrast to this row all the 
other trees are barren of fruit. Mr. Campbell 
and other growers who have witnessed the 
sight attribute it to the fact that some- 
thing like a 2 ago cows broke 
into bis orchard and, attracted 
by the tempting appearance of the trees, ate 
the bark off one entire row before being driven 
out. The bark was completely stripped all 
the way around off the entire trunk of each 
tree. Mr. Campbell thought his trees were 
ruined, and came near having them cut down, 
but decided to let them stand and see the re- 
sult, which has since proved to have been a 
most wise decision, as the very fine crop proves. 
They are loaded with pears, and it is thought 
that destroying the bark caused the sap and 
strength of the tree to gointothe fruit, 
giving it more to withstand the 
attacks of cold. To further thistthéory there is 
another tree in a different part of the orchard 
on which the cows ate off all the bark all 
the way round on one of the limbs, and this 
branch is also covered with pears, while the 
other limbs on the same tree are perfectly bar- 
ren. The entireorchard issubject to the same 
conditions of heat and exposure. The general 
pear crop is a failure, and in numbers of 
orchards the amount of fruit will not justify 
the gathering.

TO A WIRE FENCE 


HOw A CAPTIVE HORSETHIEF 
TURNED THE TABLES 


UPON THE CONSTABLE THAT HELD HIM. 


The Officer Beaten and Robbed by His Pris- 
oner, and Then Complled te Put 
on the Bracelets. 


HILLSBORO, Tex., May 3.—Constable George 
W. McCluskey, whose bailiwick is in the 
western part of Hill county, Texas, met with 
an experience yesterday that will long remain 
fresh in his memory. He arrested a man giv- 
ing his name as C. C. Lewis, on two chargesof 
horse-stealing pending in the courts of Dallas, 
Tex., against him. He kept the prisoner and 
the alleged stolen stock in his possession and 
charge for some hours. When he started for 
Hillsboro, some thirty miles distant, for the 
purpose of reporting to Sheriff Cox with his 
booty, Lewis succeeded in comvincing the 
constable that it was alla mistake about his 
having stolen the property, and on his trip to 
Hilisboro McCluskey omitted to handcuff his 
prisoner. The officer necked the two alleged 
stolen herses together, placed his prisoner on 
one and rode the other himself. After they 
had traveled aghort distance Lewis, who was 
much larger than the officer, suddenly turned 
in his saddle and dealt McCluskey a blow with 
his fist which for the time being rendered. him 


‘unconscious, and also dismountedhim. Lewis 


then diameunted, secured the officer’s pistol 
and proceeded to beat him upim an unmer- 
ciful manner. Constable McCluskey regain- 
ing his senses, and finding his pistol 
gone, pleaded with his late prisoner for his life. 
The latter finally desisted from his blows, cov- 
ered the officer with the pistol he had robbed 
him of, forced him to take a pair of handcuffs 
from his pocket and lock himself to a barb- 
wire fence near by, and then throw the key to 
the lock on the,handcuffs in a brush pile. 
Lewis then robbed the officer of $140 in cash, 
which he had in his pocket, swapped hats with 
him, shot one of the horses dead, mounted the 
other, and with his captor’s fine saddle, pistol, 
brand new hat and the money above 
mentioned in his possession, coolly 
tipped his hat to Officer McCluskey, 
and after wishing him good luck, 
proceeded on his journey as though nothing 
had transpired to mar the serenity of the sur- 
roundings. Parties passing along the road 
after the lapse of some time discovered the 
unfortunate officer’s predicament, and liber- 
ated him by breaking the fence · wire. Every 
effort made thus far to effect the capture of 
this modern Claude Duval has proved futile. 
At this time there are twenty Texas sheriffs 
on the lookout for Lewis. It is not thought,’ 
however, that it will be possible to catch him 
without bloodshed, as capture ‘would inevita- 
bly result in many years’ confinement in the 
penitentiary for him. Officer McCluskey is 
badly beaten and bruised up, and is very 
much chagrined to think he could be so thor- 
oughly taken in. He is regarded as one of the 
bravest and humane officersin Texas. f

A Black Desperado Meets His Deserts in a 
Store. 

Macon, Ga., May 3.—[Special.}—News 
reached Macon tonight of an affair at Elcoe, a 
few miles below here, which came near 
proving a serious tragedy. Mr. Joe Jeter, 
who runs a store in Elcoe, stabbed a negro, 
inflicting injuries which may prove fatal. The 
negro had been using violent language in the 
store, and Jeter ordered him out. He went 
out, came back, and repeated his conduct. 
He was made to leave again, but in a few 
minutes returned, and, with his hand in his 
hip pocket, demanded the reason for being 
ordered out. Jeter did not give the negro 
time to carry out what he supposed was his in- 
tention, but dealt him a stinging blow and 
then plunged a knife into him, cutting a se- 
vere gash in his throat. 

The store was crowded with negroes at the 
time, and, when Jeter’s action was noticed,the 
entire crowd offered resentment, and for a few 
minutes it seemed that a race riot.could not be 
averted. Jeter stood his ground, and, backed 
by other white men, ordered the negroes to 
stand back. Although very much excited, 
they calined down, and Jeter was unmolested. 
The negro may yet die, and, if so, trouble is 
feared. The negro cut is said to be a bad 
character.

A FIENDISH OUTRAGE. 


A Dastardly Crime Committed in Upson 
County, Near the Village of Hendricks. 

BARNESVILLE, Ga., May 3.—([Special.]—The 
Molina correspondent of The Pike County 
Journal gives the details of a dastardly out- 
rage perpetrated by a negro, named: John 
Williams, on the person of a three-year-old 
white girl. 

The crime was committed near Hendricks, 
Upson county. : 

The negro is about nineteen years old and 
claims to have hailed from this county, near 
Lifsey’s store. At the time the crime was 
committed he was in the employ of Mr. Batch- 
ley, a section boss on the Macon and Bruns- 
wick railroad. It seems that he was allowed 
to stay at night in the house occupied by Mr. 
Batchley and family, and was fed from his 


table. He was kept around the premises out- 


side of work hours to assist in domestic affairs, 
and was looked upon as a sort of a trusty.“ 
On the afternoon of the day on which the 
crime was committed, the little daughter of 
the foreman came out on the line where the 
hands were at work,a few hundred yards 
from the section house, and for fear that she’ 
could not get back to the house safely, Wil- 
liam was sent with her to carry her in sight. 
It was while on the way to the house carrying 
the child that had been so confidently entrusted 
to him that the dastardly crime was committed. 
When he got in sight of the house he put the 
child down and returned to his work. The 


little girl toddled on to the house crying and 


calling mamma, who met her, when she began 
to try to tell in her infant way what 
had befallen her. Upon investigation Mie 
mother found evidences about the child’s per. 
son which increased her fears. She took the 
child in her arms and went to her husband, to 
whom she reported the case, Supposing that 
the child was merely injured through some 
carelessness on the part of the negro, Mr. 
Batchley merely turned him off. 

The negro, seeing that he was about to get 
in close quarters, lost but little time in putting 
the scene of his crime behind him. The negro 
had been gone a short time when Mr. Batch- 
ley ascertained the true nature of the injuries 
inflicted upon his child, and several of his 
men armed themselves and set out in hot pur- 
suit. The rascal was captured about dark in 
the house of his brother, near Mr. Joe Finch- 
er’s, in this county. The men brought him 
back to Hendricks, arriving there about mid- 
night, and, accompanied by Mr. Batchley, 
carried him at once before Constable Black. 

A warrant was sworn out against him, and 
while the papers were being drawn up and the 
men were resting from the fatigue of the 
chase, the captive made a break for liberty. 
Once more out into the darkness he sped 
swiftly over the fields and into a dense body of 
woodland where he was lost. He was closel 
pursued and fired upon several times, but wit 
no effect, as he succeeded in evading his pur- 
suers. a 

Up to this time nothing has been heard of 
his whereabouts, but he is evidently not far 
away, and will be brought to justice unless he 
is sharper than his past conduct indicates.

TOBACCO CULTURE IN GEORGIA. 


A Citizen of Thomasville Engaged in an 
Experiment. 

THOMASVILLE, Ga., May 3.—[Special.]— 
Mr. William, Mitchell, a progressive young 
business man of this city, is engaged in ex- 
perimental tobacco culture on his 8, one 
and two miles from Thomasville. The progress 
and future result are watched with considerable 
interest by a large number of planters, and 
should the crop turn out well it is safe 
to say that next year a large acreage will be 

ut in the weed. On the place known as the 
fair grounds, formerly a stud farm, Mr. 
Mitchell has twenty acresin tobacco, and on 
his two-mile places twelve, making in all 
thirty-two acres. The variety set out is 
a ne grade of smoking tobacco, 
and so far the plants are in a most promising 
condition, the only injury so far having been 
sustained is slight, and was caused by the 
drought. Cold has not injuredi the young 
plants in the least. The soil is sandy and is 
well adapted to the growing of tobacco, as it 
contains no limestone or other substance of 
injw to its successful raising. Tohacec 
growing is combined with many difficulties, 
and many things have to be taken into consid- 
eration. The raising of tobacco sprouts re 
quires the greatest care; the character of the 
soil exercises great influence upon 
effecting its quality as well as quantity, likewis

gold. hung on the outside of the tower 3800 of 


the shields of gold manufactured at Solomon’s 
order, 500 were captured by David, his father, 
in battle. See how they blaze in the noonday 
gun! 

Solomon goes up the ivory stairs of his 
throne, between twelve lions in statuary, and 
sits down on the back of the golden bull, the 
head of the bronze beast turned toward the 
people. The family and attendants of the 
king are so many that the caterers of the pal- 
ace have to provide every day 100 sheep and 
thirteen oxen, besides the birds and the veni- 
son. I hear. the stamping and pawing of 
4,000 fine horses in the royal stables. There 
were important officials who had charge of the 
work of gathering the straw and the barley 
for these horses. King Solomon was an early 
riser, tradition says, and used to take a ride 
ant at daybreak ; and when in his white apparel, 
behind the swiftest horses of all the realm, and 
followed by mounted archers in purple, as the 
cavalcade dashed through the streets of Je- 
rusalem, I suppose it was something worth 
getting up at 5 o’clock in the morning to 
look at. 

Solomon was not like some of the kings of 
the present day—crowned imbecility. All the 
splendor of his palace and retinue were 
eclipsed by his intellectual power. Why, he 
seemed to know everything. He was the first 
great naturalist the world ever saw. Peacocks 
from India strutted the basaltic walk, and apes 
chattered in the trees, and deer stalked the 
parks, and there were aquariums with foreign, 
fish and aviaries with foreign birds; and tradi- 
tion says these birds were so well tamed, that Sol 
mon might walk clear across the city under- 
the shadow of their wings, as they hovered and 
flitted about him. 

More than this, he had a great reputation 
for the conundrums and riddles that he made 


and guessed. He and King Hiram, his neigh- 


bor, used to sit by the hour and ask riddles, 
each one paying in money if he could not an- 
swer or guess the riddie. The Solomonic navy 
visited all the world, and the sailors, of course, 
talked about the wealth of their king, and 
about the riddles and enigmas that he made 
and solved; and the news spread until Queen 
Balkis, away off south, heard of it, and sent 
ee with a few riddles that she would 
like to have Solomon solve, and a few puzzles 
which she would like to have him find out. 
She sent, among other things, to King Solo- 
mon, a diamond with a hole so small that a 
needle could not penetrate it, asking him to 
thread that diamond. And Solomon took a 
worm and putitat the opening in the dia- 
mond, and the worm crawled throvgh, leaving 
the threadin the diamond. The queen also 
sent a goblet to Solomon, asking him to fill it 
with water that did not pour from the sky, 
and that did not rush out from the earth; and 
immediately Solomon put a slave on the back 
of a swift horse and galloped him around and 
around the park until the horse was nigh ex- 

8 of the 
horse the goblet was filled. She also sent 
King Solomon 500 boys in girls’ dress, and 500 
girls in boys’ dress, wondering if he would be 
acute enough to find out the deception. Im- 
mediately Solomon, when li saw them wash 
their faces, knew from the way they applied 
the water that it was all a cheat. 

Queen Balkis was so pleased with the acute- 
ness of Solomon, that she said: I'll just go 
and see him for myself.“ Yonder it comes 
the cavalcade —horses and dromedaries,chariots 
and charioteers, jingling harness and clattering 
hoofs, and blazing shields, and flying ensigns, 
and clapping cymbols. The place is saturated 
with the perfume. She brings cinnamon, and 
saffron, and calamus, and frankincense, and all 
manner of sweet spices. As the retinue swee 
through the gate, the armed guard inhale the 
aroma. Halt?“ cry the charioteers, as the 
wheels grind the gravel in front of the pillared 
portico of the king. Freer Balkis alights in an 
atmosphere bewitched with perfume. As the 
dromedaries are driven up to the king’s store- 
houses, and the bundles of camphor are un- 
loaded, and the sacks of cinnamon, and the 
boxes of spices are opened, the purveyors of 
the palace discover what my text announces: 
“Of spices, great abundance ; neither was there 
any such spice as the Queen of Sheba gave to 
King Solomon.“

ans in making Solomon a type of 

hrist, and making the Queen of Sheba a type 
of every truth-seeker; and I shall take the re- 
sponsibility of saying that all the spikenard, 
and cassia, and frankincense which the queen 
of Sheba brought to King Solomon are might- 
ily suggestive of the sweet spices of our holy 
religion. Christianity is not a collection of 
sharp technicalities, and angular facts, and 
chronological tables, and dry statistics. Our 
religion is compared to frankincense and to 
cassia, but never to nightshade. It is a 
bundle of myrrh. Itisa dash of holy light.

I have to say; also, that we need to put more 
spice and enlivenment in our religious teach- 
ing; whether it be in the prayer. meeting, or in 
the Sabbath school, or in the church. We min- 
isters need more fresh air and sunshine in our 
lungs, and our heart, and our head. Do you 
wonder that the world is so far from being con- 
verted when you find so little vivacity in the 
pulpitand in the pew? We want, like the Lord, 
to plant in our sermons and exhortations more 
lilies of the field. Wejwant fewer rhetorical 
elaborations, and fewer sesquipedalian words; 
and when we talk about shadows, we do not 
want to say adumbration: and when we mean 
queerness, we do not want to talk about idio- 
syncrasies ; or if a stitch in the back, we do not 
want to talk of lumbago; but, in the plain ver- 
nacular preach that Gospel which proposes to 
make all men happy, honest, victorious, and 
free.

Lord calls us. Let us be plain. Let qs be ear- 
nest. Let us be common-sensical. hen we 
talk to the people ina vernacular they can 
understand. they will be very glad to come 
and receive the truth we present. Would 
to God that Queen Balkis would drive 
her spice-laden dromedaries into all our 
sermons and prayer-meeting exhortations. 

More than that, we want more life and spice 
in our Christian work. The poor do not want 
so much to be groaned over as sung to. With 
the bread, medicines, and the garments you 


give them, let there be an accompaniment of 


smiles and brisk encouragement. Do not 
stand and talk to them about the wretched- 
ness of their abode, and the hunger of their 
looks, and the hardness of their lot. Ah! they 
know it better than you can tell them. Show 
them the bright side of the thing, if there be 
any bright side. Tell them good times will 
come. Tell them that for the children of God 
there is immortal rescue. Wake them up ont 
of their stolidity by an inspiring laugh, and 
while yon send in help, like the queen of 
Sheba also send in the spices. There are two 
ways of meeting the poor. One is to come 
into their house with a nose elevated in dis- 
gust, as much as to say: 1 don’t see how 
you live here in this neighborhood. It actually 
makes me sick. There is that bundle—take 
it, you poor miserable wretch, and make the 
most of it. Another way is to go into the 


adobe of the r in a manner which seems to 
say: “The blessed Lord sent me. He was 
poor himself. It is not more for the good I 


am going to todo you than it is for the 

you can do me.“ Coming in that spirit, 
the gift will be äs aromatic as the spikenard 
on the feet of Christ, and all the hovels in 
that alley will be fragrant with the spice. 

We need more spice and enlivenment in our 
church music. Churches sit discussing 
whether they «hall have choirs, or precentors, 
or organs, or bass viols, or cornets; I say, take 
that which will bring out the most inspiring 
music. If we had half as much zeal and spirit 
in our churches as we have in the songs of our 
Sabbath schools, it would not be long before 
the whole earth would quake with the coming 
God. Why, in most churches, nine-tenths of 
the people do not sing; or they sing so feebly 
that the people at their elbows do not know 
they are singing. People mouth and mumble 
the praises of God; but there is no more than 
one out ofa hundred who makes n joyful 
noise“ unto the Rock of our Salvation. Some- 
times when the congregation forgets itself, and 
is all absorbed in the goodness of God, or the 
glories of heaven, I get an intimation of what 
church music will be a hundred years from 
now, when the coming generation shall wake 
up to its duty. 

I promise a high spiritual blessing to any 
one who will sing in church, and who will 
sing so heartily that the people all around 
cannot help singing. Wake up! all churches 
from Bangor to San Francisco, and across 
Christendom, It isnot a matter of prefer- 
ence; it is a matter of religious duty. Oh, 
for fifty times more volume of sound! Ger- 
man chorals in German cathedrals surpass us, 
and yet Germany has received nothing at the 
hands of God compared with America; and 
ought the acclaim in Berlin be louder than in 
Brooklyn? Soft, long-drawn-out music, is ap- 
propriate for the drawing room and appropri- 
ate for the concert; but St. John gives an 
idea of the sonorous and resonant congrega- 
tional singing appropriate for churches when, in 
listening to the temple service of heaven, he 
says: I heard a great voice as the voice of a 
great multitude, and as the voice of many 
waters, and as the voice of mighty thunder- 
ings. Ha‘lelujah, for the Lord God omni po- 
tent reigneth.“ 

Join with mein a crusade, giving me not 
only your hearts, but the mighty uplifting of 
your voices, and I believe we can, through 
Christ's grace, sing 50,000 souls into the king- 
dom of Christ. An argument, they can laug 
at; a sermon, they may talk down; but a vast 
audience joining in one anthem is irresistible. 
Would that Queen Balkis would drive all her 
spice-laden dromedaries into our church music,

make it plain why the Bible has such a hold 
upon our people, but it is worth noting that 
the English spoken and written in this region 
shows how hly we have been satu- 
rated with all that is best in English litera- 
ture. Several years ago a northern journ- 
alist who spent a winter in the south wrote 
to his paper that he found people in this 
section better acquainted with standard 
literature than was the case in the north. 
The fact that these readers of the best books 
in our language so generally use the diction 
and the phraseology of the Bible simply 
shows a discriminating taste cultivated by a 
genuine appreciation of our best models. 
And this is the case, more or less, with all 
classes, Jefferson, Calhoun, Hill and Davis, 
among our statesmen; Bledsoe, Tucker and 
Pierce, among our divines; Forsyth, Daniel 
and Grady, among our journalists, to say 
nothing of men now living, were masters of 
style, and no student of the writers of the 
Elizabethan era can go out in our rural dis- 
tricts and talk with the people without 
hearing on every hand the English of Shake- 
speare and the authors of that period. 

It is singular that all this should have 
been suggested by the Maybrick case, but it 
will strike our readers as more singular still 
that our fashions of thought and speech 
should be so little understood by a scholarly 
English judge, although his touch of in- 
sanity may throw some light upon his 
action. 


Jones Vindicates Himself, 

Jones, of The St. Louis Republic, pleads 
not guilty to the charge of slandering various 
southern newspapers in his address before 
the Nineteenth Century Club. We are 
bound to believe Jones in this matter, for 
our informant was The New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser. That paper had an ed- 
itorial on the subject, and represented Jones 
as saying that a number of southern news- 
papers represented a faction that had no 
sympathy with the democratic party on na- 
tional issues. 

The truth is, we owe Jones an apology 
for failing to remember the nasty record of 
The Commercial Advertiser in the matter 
of inventing slanders against the southern 
press. During the campaign which led up 
to the November elections, The Commer- 
cial Advertiser, in order to weaken the in- 
fluence of southern newspapers which had 
declared for the regular democratic ticket in 
the New York municipal contest, asserted 
that their editorials were written in New 
York and forwarded by Tammany. The 
lie did no harm, of course, but it showed 
clearly the character of The Commercial 
Advertiser. 

Jones says that his address before the 
Nineteenth Century Club ‘‘contained no 
reference, direct or indirect, to these or any 
other newspapers, or to any ‘faction,’ demo- 
cratic or otherwise.’’ This is another evi- 
dence that the editorial utterances of The 
Commercial Advertiser are altogether un- 


Ben Butler on Farming. 

General Ben Butler is no favorite down 
this way, but he is a brainy man, and his 
views are sometimes worth considering. 

The other day the general, in the course of 
a speech at Boston, dicussed the causes of 
the present depressed condition of agricul- 
ture. The early prosperity of our farmers 
he said was the result of a home market for 
which they raised no more farm product 
than was wanted by the country. 

Later the time came when farms were 
practically given away in the west, and this 
led to an exodus from New England farms. 
Our lands cost from $50 to $100 an acre,”’ 
said the general; ‘‘good farming lands, the 
best in the world, could be found in the west 
at $1.25 an acre. That ended our farmers; 
nothing more nor less. Not high interest; 
nothing but competition where we could not 
compete. What was the consequence? 
There was an immense rush into the busi- 
ness of farming, so that we raised all the 
staples but one, a great deal more than we 
could use in this country, and had to go 
abroad to find a market for it, and when we 
had to do that we had to sell at the price of 
the market abroad, until it came so that the 
price of wheat is determined in Liverpool 
for the American farmer, and the price of 
hogs is also determined in Europe, thus 
making our farming class contend with the 
pauper labor of Europe and Asia upon their 
own soil.“ 

With this explanation of the causes of 
our present agricultural trouble, General 
Butler ventured a prediction. It is his idea 
that, as all the desirable farms in the west 
have been taken up, there will be nothing 
more to fear in that line. We may expect 
shortly a boom in the price of land, and that 
will keep the farmers at home. If they can 
get their products to market ata fair price 
they will soon be able to compete with 
Europe because our home market will im- 
prove. Then the distribution of labor in 
agriculture and manufacturing will become 
more equalized, and the home market will 
continue improving until all classes of labor 
will find their industry profitable. 

The old statesman wound up his interest- 
ing talk with the declaration that he was 
in favor of silver and greenbacks, and he in- 
timated that an increased supply of both 
would help the country. Perhaps the 


speaker was not far wrong in any of his 
views. 


Cotton Movement and Consumption. 
The New York Financial] Chronicle’s re- 
view shows that the movement of cotton in 
April has been very heavy for so late in the 
season. There have come into sight during 
April, through the ports, the overland points 
of crossing and the interior towns, 312,853 
bales, a total in excess of any heretofore re- 
corded in the month covered, and more than 
double the aggregate for either 1890 or 1889, 
In fact, the nearest approach to it was in 
April, 1883, when 265,000 bales came into 
sight. Of the current crop there is, there- 
fore, now visible 8,128,773 bales, or 815,047 
bales more than the eld 
: aggregate yi of 


The gross shipments overland have been 
heavier during the month than in the simi- 
lar period of either 1890 or 1889, reaching 
85,659 bales, against 63,722 bales and 83,182 
bales respectively. The season’s total is 
now 59,892 bales more than that of a year 
ago and 32,437 bales in excess of 1888-89. 
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Receipts at the ports for the month have 
been 298,132 bales, or nearly 200 per cent 
more than in April, 1890, w the total 
was 110,052 bales. Contrasted with the re- 
ceipts in 1889, there is also a very decided 
increase. The aggregate for the eight 
months is 862,813 bales in excess of a year 
ago and 1,154,850 bales greater than in 
1889-90, The outward movement of cotton 
continues very free, exports to foreign ports 
for the month having been 432,028 bales, 
which compares with 200,134 bales and 
313,847 bales respectively in 1890 and 1889. 
The shipments for the season to date reach 
the heavy aggregate of 5,236,139 bales, and 
this is over 300,000 bales more than the ex- 
ports for the full season of 1889-90. 

The amount of cotton marketed since 
September Ist in 1890-91 is thus seen to be 
945,953 bales more than in 1889-90, and 
1,239,864 bales more than in 1888-89. 
Northern spinners had, up to May fst, 
taken 1,756,808 bales, an increase over the 
corresponding period of 1889-90 of 84,085 
bales, and a gain over the same time of 
1888-89 of 17,259 bales. ps

The people were in a state of excitement over 
the marriage of the belle of the place and the 
price her prospective husband had had to pay for 
her—50 taels to purchase a number two wife,“ 
was highly creditable tothe town which had given 
birth to such a treasure. The Ssu-ch’uanese are 
much given to selling girls, and large numbers 
are exported yearly from Ch’ung-ch’ing for Han- 
kou and Shanghai and other eastern cities. The 
price usually paid for one of six or seven years is 
from 7 to 10 taels. They are kindly reared by the 
stock farmer who buys them, receive a “liberal 
education with all modern accomplishments,” 
and when they have attained the age of sixteen 
are easily disposed of at high prices. The trade 
has noting cruel about it, and many of these girls 
are respected members of society in after life, 
and certainly enjoy many more material comforts 
than if they had been left in their poor villages.

MERCER AND SANDERS. 


Mercer and Sanders—two names that will live 
as long as the Baptist denomination survives. 

They were the most potent factors in the found- 
ing of Mercer university at Pentield, Greene 
county, Georgia. While reading Richard Mal- 
colm Johnston’s account of their lives in last 
Sunday’s CONSTITUTION, our mind recurs to the 
great work they have done for the education of 
Baptist youths of the country. 

Both are buried in the cemetery at this place. 
Mercer has no relatives living near here, hence 
his grave is neglected, and briars and weeds sur- 
round the simple marble slab that bears the fol- 
lowing simple inscription : 
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JESSE MERCER, 
Born the 16th of Décember, 1769, 
Died!the 6thof September, 1841. 


It was his wish that nothing but the above 
should be placed on his tombstone. 

The old college buildings that he gave so 
liberally to have erected, are still standing 
with one exception. The following inscription is 
above the stage in the old chapel building. This 
inscription has looked down on many men now 
eminent im the history of Georgia and our 
country: 

“Inscribed 
to the memory of 
Jesse Mercer 
by the trustees of the university, 
which bears his name and of 
which he was a 
| munificent benefactor.” 

This eminent man was born in Halifax county, 
North Carolina, December 16, 1769: was ordained a 
minister of the gospel at Phillip’s Mill, November 
7, 1789; and departed this life in Butts county, 
Georgia, September 6, 1841, in the seventy-second 
year of his age. He was moderator of the Georgia 
Baptist Association twenty-three years; president 
of the Baptist convention of the state of Georgia 
nineteen years; president of the Baptist board of 
missions eleven years; and minister of the 
everlasting gospel fifty-two years.

inal, discriminating and profound. His piety was 
enlightened and fervent, exhibiting great love for 
the truth and zeal for the glory of God.

GEORGIA WATERMELONS. 


An Enthusiastic Tribute from Editor Murat 
Halstead. 

It is delightful to hear that the melon 
crop of Georgia will be this year, in 
the language of THE CONSTITUTION, 
largest ever shipped.“ One might infer frem tho 
language of the editors of Georgia newspapers 
that melons were not eaten in the state that is 
famous for raising the best in the world; but we 
are informed that the very beat of the crop must 
be eaten on the ground—that is, within a short dis- 
tance of the place where the bounteous beauties 
grow. The trouble is, the shells of the Al watermel- 
ons are so thin they would not bear railroad trans- 
portation, and the Georgians have to eat them. We 
may remark inoffensively that in the performance 
of the duty the colored people of the great 
southern state | are reliable to the utmost extent 
of their ability. The joys of clipping 
oranges, golden and juicy, from the trees in the 
cool of the morning and eating them then and 
there are celebrated by travelers in Florida, but 
the story of going to Georgia to eat those melons, 
whose crystal shells are so frail that they are 
fractured with a heavy jar and waste the honeyed 
treasures, has not been told in terms so poetic as 
to fill the trains in the summer days. We do not 
question that-it will some time be fashionable fo 
go to Georgia and eat the watermelons too ex- 
quisite for commercial purposes in the fields 
where they glisten under the moon, themselves 
dim silver moons in widespread constellations. 
The Georgia watermelon is the sweetest in the 
world. On the bottoms nigh the banks of the 
Whitewater, on the Wabash, the Miamis and the 
Kentucky and Cumberland, grow from the warm 
sandy soil, under the fostering influence of the 
sun, watermelons that leave nothing to be desired 
in flavorand generous provision of nectar and 
slabs of crimson heart until the melon from Geor- 
gia arrives, and then one perceives that, so far at 
least as melons go, there is a land that is fairer 
than this,“ and there is a soil 
that in combination with the sun, 
and perhaps magic influences of the stars, 
makes up a combination that surpasses competi- 
tion, and meets the demand for a luxury hitherto 
unknown—a new and innocent indulgence of a 
delirious appetite, after which there is no head- 
ache and no other aches. The effort is made to 
terrify the human race on the subject of water- 
melons, and they are called cholera bombshells. 
If they are fresh from Georgia, and caught with 
the dew on, as it were, there is not a stomach ache 
in a wagon load. The puschaser should be able to 
tell by the glow of the shell of the melon that it 
is ripe and rich, and a gentle pressure with the 
hand, holding the melon to the ear, should be re- 
sponded to by a low crackling sound, the breakage 
of the delicate crystalline celis, in which 
the chemistry of the land and climate of 
Georgia makes the choicest distillment of 
the age and country. So large has the com- 
merces in Georgia melons become that thirteen 
freight trains loaded with them have moved 
northward on one road in one day, three of them 
for points in Canada, and in Atlanta a melon 
growers’ exchange has been blished. There 
ought to be some better way devised for insuring 
the identification by purchasers of true Georgian 
fruit of the vine that suck sugar from the sunny 
earth. Why not label them like bottles of cham- 
pagne or  sarsaparilla? But one could 
blow his name into the melon 
as into a bottle. Georgia melons 
weigh from twenty to sixty pounds and should be 
cooled for six hours before the meal at which they 
are eaten, and when a knife pierces. the shell it 
should crack widely open at the first plunge, and 
if the melon is not cool and brittle it should be 
sent to the rear as a failure and another procured,

“The ordinance is the right thing,’’ said Mr. 
Hugh Inman. ‘Sidewalks are made for 
pedestrians and not for exposition grounds.”’ 

Handsome show windows, such as every 
Atlanta merchant can supply, are better than a 
sidewalk, said Mr. E. P. Chamberlin. 

“Sidewalks should be reserved for pedestri- 
ans, not for goods, said Mr. Morrison, of Mor- 
rison & Co,
